BY FARMERS. 

Auburn, Ala,, Feb. 1—Be- 
ginning in January, the farm- 
ers of Alabama are now in a 
buying business in which they 
will spend more than $40,000,- 
000 before 1926 crops are 
made, Based upon 1925, the 
present estimate is that the 
commercial fertilizer bill of the 
State will be around $19,000,- 
000; corn bought, $12,000,000; 
hay bought, $5,000,000; work- 
stock bought, $4,000,000; and 
to these must be added the 
farm machinery, tractors, seed, 
and miscellaneous articles on 
which no dependable estimate 
as to total cost can be made. It 
will go into millions. 

In reporting this business, 
economists and statisticians at 
Auburn point out that it repre- 
sents the greatest buying force 
within the State. As the ferti- 
lizer season gets under way the 
business will increase from 
week to week until it reaches 
its peak and starts downward 
in March. While buying fer- 
tilizer, farmers are buying 
workstock, and entirely too 
many of them are buying corn 
and hay. 

Looking forward to more ef- 
ficient production of crops, a 
larger number will buy improv- 
ed farm machinery, such as 
planters, two-horse cultivators, 
and tractors. Farmers realize 
that as farm labor becomes 
scarcer they must use more 
machinery and thereby make 
steel, iron, and gasoline or 
kerosene replace man-power. 
The farm machinery business 
of 1925 was from 40 to 75 per 
cent greater than that of 1924, 
and farm implement manufac- 
turers, distributors, and dealers 
are looking forward to another 
increase this year,
